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“The ABC’s of 
GOOD HOUSEKEEPING 


T home this is the time of year when the shutters come down and the 


screens go up; when winter grime is washed from windows; when 
rugs are sent to the cleaners, gardens are spaded and front porches are 
scrubbed. At home it is Spring housecleaning time. 

On the railroad, too, Spring is a good time to give extra attention to 
Good Housekeeping. This united effort is symbolized in the cover picture 
taken by Photographer Al Rommel of Los Angeles Duplicating Bureau, 
posed at LA Shops by W. J. McHugh, supt. of shops; Florence Deeter, 
genl. foreman’s clerk; and E, R. Stevenson, secty. to supt., motive power. 
Of course, cleanliness and orderliness are a year-round necessity for rail- 
roaders. Safety demands that they keep their “house” in order, and com- 
mon sense and pride demand that they keep it clean. 

The rule for Good Housekeeping is as simple as ABC—Always Be 
Clean! 

With this thought in mind the Bulletin presents some ABC’s of Good 
Housekeeping on the railroad, using the letters of the alphabet to point 
out places and things that should be given attention in the interest of 
safety and cleanliness. The list does not cover everything, and as you go 
through it you may find yourself adding a few items of your own. 

It also should be understood that in presenting the list, it is not in- 
tended to suggest that everybody grab a broom, mop, brush or bucket, 
like the trio pictured on the cover. It is merely to serve as a reminder 
to railroaders in every occupation of the importance of cleanliness to our 
work, and that unclean or unsafe conditions should he reported to the 
proper authority for prompt correction.

200 New Reefers to Be 
Added to SP-UP Fleet 


‘WO HUNDRED additional “super- 

giant” refrigerator railroad cars, de- 
signed especially for the transportation 
of frozen foods, will be added to the 
fleet of Pacific Fruit Express Company, 
owned jointly by Southern Pacific and 
Union Pacific railroads. 

One hundred of the new cars will 
be mechanically refrigerated, capable of 
maintaining zero temperature, similar 
to 25 new cars Pacific Fruit Express 
Company expects to place in service 
carly this spring, according to K. V. 
Plummer, vice pres. and gen. mgr. 

Deliveries of the 200 new cars are 
expected to begin toward the end of 
this year and be completed early next 
year. PFE already has in service almost 
500 of the super-giant cars, which are 
longer than ‘conventional 40-foot ‘cars 
and have 50 per cent thicker insulation. 

Need for such cars is shown, by the 
increasing’ volume of business -in ‘the 
frozen food ‘industries.

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OUR SALT LAKE BUSINESS-GETTERS 


HIS is the eleventh of a series of articles presented by the “Bulletin” to ae- 
quaint our on-line readers with members of the jar-flung Southern Pacific family 
who work: in our off-line agencies. Next month: Detroit General Agency. 


HE Salt Lake City General Agency 
of Southern Pacific covers an im- 
portant mining and agricultural area 
extending from the Utah-Arizona bor- 
der to Canada. It takes in all of Utah, 
the extreme western portion of Wyom- 
ing and most of Montana and Idaho. 
District agencies reporting to Gencra} 
Agent Charles F. Smurr at Salt Lake 
City are located in Ogden, Utah; Butte, 
Montana; and Twin Falls, Idaho. 

The 1950 census showed a popula- 
tion of 1,625,000 within the territory 
and there are 12 military installations 
in the area which require frequent 
movements of freight and personnel. 

Commodities shipped in largest vol- 
ume are coal from Utah and Wyoming; 


iron and steel from Utah; potatoes from 
Idaho; petroleum products from Utah; 
and livestock, grain and mining prod- 
ucts from the entire district. 

Utah is the origin and destination of 
much SP traffic, being a producer of 
farm items such as wheat, sugar beets, 
potatoes, alfalfa, wool, poultry, and 
dairy preducts; also of flour and mill 
products, sugar and salt. Iron, copper, 
lead and zinc ores are mined in quan- 
tity, and since World War If the State 
has become a major producer of steel 
with 1,300,000 tons now turned out an- 
nually by the large mill at Geneva. 

One of the most famous scenic fea- 
tures in Utah is the Great Salt Lake. 
Most sightseers also make it a point to

yisit the colorful canyon country of 
southwestern Utah where Zion and 
Bryce Canyon National Parks are lo- 
cated, 


Ranchers in Wyoming, the nation’s 
second largest producer of sheep, ship 
considerable livestock to SP points. Al- 
though farming of field crops and the 
raising of stock are major activities in 
the State, Wyoming is the source of 
much of the coal and phosphate which 
moves to SP areas, and it produces iron 
and copper ores, and large quantities of 
petroleum. 

World famous Yellowstone Park is 
located in northwestern Wyoming. It 
covers 3,472 square miles and contains 
over 3,000 geysers and hot springs. The 
most famous geyser is Old Faithful 
which every hour spurts a plume of boil- 
ing water 120 feet in the air. Another 
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Wyoming tourist area is Grand Teton 
National Park with towering 12,000 
foot high mountains. Nearby is Jackson 
Hole National Monument, 


Idaho, Wyoming’s western neighbor, 
is extremely mountainous, 39 percent 
of the State being forested. Agricul- 
tural production includes hay, barley, 
wheat, sugar beets, and the famous 
giant size Idaho potatoes. The State is 
fifth in wool production, and lead, zinc 
and copper are the main mineral prod- 
ucts. 

Montana produces huge amounts of 
copper. Lead and zinc also are mined 
in quantity and oil is becoming an im- 
portant product. The State also pro- 
duces sheep, cattle, hay, wheat, and 
some timber, 

Montana is a sportsman’s paradise.

Streamlined Passenger 
Car Order Announced 


RDERS for 25 new passenger chair 

cars have heen placed by our Com- 
pany, raising to 210 the number of 
streamlined cars we've purchased since 
end of World War II. 


The new purchases will bring South- 
em Pacific's expenditures for post-war 
passenger equipment to a total of ap- 
proximately $43,000,000. 

About three-fourths of our passengers 
last year traveled in chair cars and 
coaches, indicating an increased demand 
for low-cost transportation, “Purchase 
of these new cars is in line with the 
Company's policy of providing best pos- 
sible accommodations for train services 
the public wants and will use,” Presi- 
dent D, J. Russell said. The new ears 
will increase the Company’s passenger 
carrying capacity to meet civilian and 
military requirements. 

Some of the new cars are designed 
for special comfort of overnight chair 
car travelers. Those cars will have seats 
and. leg rests especially designed for 
comfort when sleeping or reclining. 
Other cars will have five-foot wide view 
windows, a distinctive feature of South- 
ern Pacific ‘trains operated sin scenic 
areas. 
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100 Diesel Locomotives 
To Be Purchased by SP 


PEANs for the purchase by Southern 
Pacific of another 100 diesel loco- 
motives, comprising 150 units with a 
total of approximately 225,000 horse- 
power, were announced February 19 by 
President D. J. Russell following a 
meeting of the Company’s Board of 
Directors in Dallas, Texas. 

The new purchases will raise our 
diesel fleet to a total of more than 1400 
units with a total of almost two mil- 
Hon horsepower. Already, diesel locomo- 
tives are doing approximately two-thirds 
of our total freight hauling. 

The new purchases will include sev- 
enty-seven freight locomotives for branch 
or mainline and switching service, 
ranging in horsepower from 800 to 
6,000; nineteen 1200 horsepower switch- 
ers; and four 6750 horsepower pas- 
senger locomotives. 

The cost of the new diesels is ex- 
pected 10 raise to almost $200,000,000 
SP’s investment in 1,257 diesel locomo- 
tive units since the war. 


Guest of honor at University of 
Oregon at Eugene on Feb. 3 was Vice 
President J. W. Corbett, who addressed 
students, businessmen and prominent 
civic leaders on the subject of “The 
Railroad’s Part In the Development of 
the Northwest.” The program was ar- 
ranged by the Delta Nu Alpha Trans- 
portation Fraternity. Southern Pacific 
operates over 1800 miles of track in 
Oregon, including branch lines and 
yards, and supplements rail service with 
trucks operating over 1441 miles of 
highway routes. It is one of Oregon's 
largest taxpayers, pouring over $2,300, 
000 into the public treasuries this past 
fiscal year.

LECTION of officers at the 78rd 

annual meeting of the Employes 
Matual Benefit Association resulted in 
all last year’s officers and directors re- 
taining their posts. They are H. I. Ben- 
jamin, pres.; R. E, Wedekind, Ist vice 
pres.; S. M. Houston, 2nd vice pres. 
Directors are P. J. Kendall, H. W. Klein,

President Benjamin announced that 
the membership of the Association had 
reached an all-time high of 13,197. In 
January, the Association purchased an 
additional $80,000 US Savings Bonds, 
bringing the total reserves for death 
benefits to approximately $3,000,000. All 
reserves are invested in Government 
bonds or are in cash, he said. 


More than $5,000,000 has been paid 
out in death benefits since the Associa- 
tion was founded in 1880. Since the 
founding, there has been no increase in 
the monthly dues. 


Annual income from dues now totals 
$295,000, an increase of over $12,000 
from 1951, The cost of solicitation, in- 
cluding the cost of doctors’ examina- 
tions, which the Association pays for, is 
$21.90 for each new member. The cost 
of handling the business of the Associ- 
ation has been kept at a minimum, the 
total cost being §2.17 per annum for 
each member. Continued success of the 
E.M.B.A. is dependent upon its member- 
ship and Benjamin urges that all efforts 
be made to secure new members.

CLEAR THE TRACK FOR 
GOOD HOME COOKING 


ND now, it’s all aboard for “Italian 
Delight”—a mighty good casserole 
dish from Mrs. Ray- 
mond Rogers of Mt. 
Hebron, Calif. 
(She’s the gal in the 
snapshot at the 
right.) Hubby Ray- 
mond is foreman of 
Kegg Pitt on the 
Shasta Division, 
where his men load 
cinders for ballast- 
ing the track. Mrs, 
Rogers says: “We are proud to be work- 
ing for and with the friendly SP. And 
how we enjoy reading the ‘Bulletin? as 
we find out there where our friends are 
and what they have been doing! As to 
this recipe for ‘Italian Delight, we all 
go for it in a big way. Even our pooch 
‘Poncho’ begs for it. Incidentally, 1 
ojten use venison instead of beef in the 
recipe. Works fine!” 


“ITALIAN DELIGHT” RECIPE 


First cook half a package of wide 
noodies (about 2 cups) in salted water. 
While they cook, melt 2 or 3 tablesp. 
bacon drippings in a Jarge skillet and 
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in it brown lightly one hig onion, 
chopped. Add 34 Ib. ground beef and 
1% lb. ground pork. Cook till meat loses 
its color. Drain noodles and pour them 
into a big casserole, add meat, a 
medium-sized can of whole kernel corn, 
a can of tomato soup, and 4% tb. grated 
cheese. Season with salt and pepper. 
Mix thoroughly and pour a small can 
of tomato sauce over all. Bake at 350° 
to 375° half an hour or longer. 

Editor's Note: When we made Mrs. 
Rogers’ casserole, we cut down a little 
on the cheese, and it was still very 
good eating. Made enough to serve six 
hungry folks. One wonderful thing 
about casseroles is that you can take 
plenty of liberties with them and still 
have them turn out all right. 


WE SWITCH TO COOS BAY 


Two years ago, Mrs. C. C. Mikkelson 
of Coos Bay, Oregon, sent in a recipe 
to this department which won for her 
a copy of “The California Cook Book” 
by Genevieve Callahan. Here she is 
again with her good recipe for Winter 
Jam.

WINTER JAM RECIPE 


Soak 2 Ibs. of small dried apricots in 
water to cover over night. In the morn- 
ing cook them until tender in the water 
in which they were soaked. Add 1 large 
or 2 small cans of crushed pincapple. 
Measure the mixture and add an equal 
amount af sugar. Cook slowly, stirring 
often, until thick, or till partially set 
when a small amount is placed on a 
saucer in refrigerator for a few minutes. 
Pour into pint jars and seal. Makes 
about 9 pints. 

Nuts may be added during the last 
few minutes of cooking, 


SPRING CLEANING HELPS 


Homemade Wallpaper Cleaner. 
Stir 4 level teaspoons baking soda into 
2 cups flour, mix in 244 tablespoons 
household ammonia and add 14 cups 
water. Beat mixture until smooth, then 
steam in double boiler 144 hours. Leave 
cover on until cool enough to handle, 
then knead in your hands until smooth 
and soft like art gum. First, brush walls 
with cloth bag over a broom, working 
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from top to bottom. Then rub down 
gently with your cleaner, kneading in 
dirt as you work. 

(Note: We have not tried this per- 
sonally, but the information comes from 
a source which is reliable—G.A.C.) 

To Remove Stains From Rugs. 
Regardless of what you use to take 
stains out of rugs, follow this technique, 
say the authorities: “Have plenty of 
clean absorbent cloths with which to 
work. Apply the solution and work from 
the outer edges toward the center. If 
you work from inside out, you may 
spread the stain.” Before trying any 
commercial solution, see what clean 
cool water will do to remove tle spot! 


Never Know Where 
Stork Will Land 


WELL it finally happened. 
For years we've been hearing about 
babies being born in railway coaches, 
stations, taxis and many other unusual 
places—but never in a caboose! 

But that’s where Doc Stork decided 
to deliver a son to Mrs. W. R. Kelly 
of Fort Seward, Cal, on the North- 
western Pacific. 


Fort Seward, a sawmill town, had 
been Jocked in by floods and storms, 
so when it became apparent Mrs. Kelly 
needed attention a special NWP train 
of an engine and cahoose was made up 
to rush her to the hospital at Scotia, 45 
miles away.
